Farm for the purpose of promoting knowledge of 
breeding among Holstein-Friesian breeders and increasing 
interest in the Herd Improvement Test. These prizes are 
to be awarded each year for the three bulls having the 
highest indices computed by the Mount Hope method as 
adopted by the Board of Directors in December, 1932, and 
based on Herd Improvement Registry records of dams and 
daughters. Rules governing these awards were adopted 
by the Board of Directors January 10, and amended June 
5, 1934, as follows: 

First—The amounts of the prizes for the

Second—Prizes shall be 
Hope Index for butterfat, but awards shall be 
sires only, that is, living on the closing date of the herd test 
year, September 30, and shall be payable to owner of same 
date, as shown by the records of the Secretary’s Office. 

Third—In order to be eligible for prizes, sires must have 
an index of not less than 15,000 lbs. milk, based on maturity 
and Classification B, provided, however, that the per cent fat 
index shall be not less than 3.4 per cent. 

Fourth—Sires winning 1st Prize in this competition in any 
year are barred from further competition for prize money but 
are entitled to be listed in their respective positions in the list 
of sires with Mount Hope indices. Certificates of recognition 
shall be awarded to the breeders of prize winning sires each 
year. 

Fifth—The purpose of the Directors in establishing these 
prizes being the discovery of the bulls capable of accomplishing 
the most good for the breed, it is required that so far as pos- 
sible all of the daughters of bulls competing for these prizes be 
tested according to the rules of the Herd Improvement Test 
and that awaids be made for indices based on Herd Test pro- 
duction records made by all tested daughters without selection 
or omission, except that where for good cause testing has been 
impossible, the committee in its discretion may base its award 
on indices computed on less than all daughters. 

Sixth—F or bulls less than 6 years and 6 months old, awards 
shall be made on not less than 6 dam-daughter pairs. For bulls 
between the ages of 6% and 7% years, awards shall be made 
on not less than 8 dam-daughter pairs and for bulls over 7 
years and 6 months of age, awards shall be made on not less 
than 10 dam-daughter pairs. 

Seventh—The daughters of competing sires shall be in- 
spected and any sire may be declared ineligible for an award 
if in the opinion of the committee his daughters fail to show 
sufficient constitutional vigor and strength and capacity of 
udder to enable them to produce heavily during a long lifetime. 

Eighth—Prizes may be withheld during any year when the 
committee in charge of awards in its discretion shall see fit 
to do so and in such case the money so retained shall be applied 
to protect or increase the principal of the prize fund. 

Ninth—The Mount Hope Prizes shall be awarded by a com- 
mittee of three to be appointed by the Board of Directors. 

The committee appointed by the Board to award these 
prizes consisted of H. V. Noyes, Kenwood, N. Y.; E. Parma- 
lee Prentice, Mount Hope Farm, Williamstown, Mass.; 
donor of the trust fund, and H. W. Norton, Jr. Prizes for 
the year ended September 30, 1933, were awarded as 
follows:

The selections were made from the list of 161 sires 
with 6 or more dam-daughter pairs from which Mount 
Hope Indices were prepared and published in Volume 5 of 
the Red Book, which covers the herd test year ended Sep- 
tember 30, 1933. This list is too long to repeat here but 
complete details, showing dam-daughter comparisons and 
indices for milk, per cent and fat, are given in Red Book 
Volume 5, pages 384 to 399 inclusive. The highest 20 in 
this list of 161 includes:

As might be expected, Rule 2, which requires that sires 
to be eligible must have been living on the closing day of 
the herd test year, was the most difficult requirement, as 
experience has shown that 50% or more of the sires so 
far proved were dead when proved. However, as these 
awards are designed to stimulate interest in proving sires 
and preserving them for further use whenever possible, it 
is logical to limit the prizes to living sires. 

The ist prize sire, Lathrop Star Homestead, was bred 
and owned by Lathrop Farm, Montrose, Pa., managed by 
Dr. L. M. Thompson, who was president of the Association 
from June, 1931, to 1933, and a very strong advocate of 
the Herd Improvement Test. When the Lathrop Farm 
herd was dispersed late in 1933, Lathrop Star Homestead 
was purchased by the Bradford County Holstein Club, 
Towanda, Pa., where he is now in service. He was sired 
by King Valdessa Pontiac Homestead 284536 and his dam, 
North Star Neeltje Johanna 681311, has an Advanced 
Registry record of 13,275.1 lbs. milk, 3.75% and 497.2 lbs. 
fat in 251 days as a senior two-year-old. He has 16 daugh- 
ters with Herd Test records averaging 15,140 lbs. milk, 
3.68% fat and 557 lbs. fat adjusted to maturity and Classi- 
fication B, the basis to which all Herd Test records have 
been figured for comparative purposes. Only 8 of these 
daughters were from dams with Herd Test records, but 5 
of the 8 were better than their dams for milk, 7 were 
better for per cent fat and 6 of the 8 were better than 
their dams for total fat. The highest producer among the 
16 daughters of this sire has a Classification B Herd Test 
record of 19,527 Ibs. milk and 711.6 lbs. fat at 3 years, 8 
months of age. Only one of the 16 daughters tested below 
the breed average of 3.4 and three of them tested 4% or 
higher. This sire is now nine years of age and should 
continue in service for several years. 


The 2nd Prize sire, Traverse Johanna Marathon Burke, 
is owned by Pontiac State Hospital, Pontiac, Mich., and 
his daughters were inspected by J. G. Hays of Michigan 
State College and M. D. Buth, National Association director 
from Michigan. He is a son of Marathon Bess Burke 32d 
412017 and his dam, Traverse Johanna Inka Pauline 679039, 
has an Advanced Registry record of 20,711.0 Ibs. milk, 
4.04% and 837.7 lbs. fat in 365 days as a junior four-yeal- 
old. Traverse Johanna Marathon Burke has 7 tested 
daughters, 6 from tested dams. His 6 daughters averaged 
15,950 Ibs. milk, 3.58% and 571 lbs. fat (adjusted to mature 
“B” basis, an average gain over their dams of 1,440 Ibs. 
milk, .28% fat and 89 lbs. fat. Four of the 6 daughters 
were better than their dams for milk, 5 were better for per 
cent fat and 5 were better for total fat produced. All of

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New U. S. Champion Lifetimer 


NEW lifetime record for all breeds in the United 
A States has just been set by La Vertex Quantity of 

U Neb 724068, according to an announcement just 
received from the Advanced Registry Office. This great 
cow, bred and developed by University of Nebraska at 
Lincoln, has just finished her ninth A. R. S. O. record in 
11-vear-old form, with 803.5 lbs. fat from 21,311.6 lbs. milk 
in 341 days, and has already qualified for the 305-day divi- 
sion. This gives her a total for nine A. R. S. O. records of 
7.636.3 lbs. fat from 203,589.6 lbs. milk, which is a world’s 
record for lifetime milk production over all breeds and a 
U. S. record for lifetime fat production over all breeds. 
Her fat record is exceeded only by that of the Canadian 
Holstein, Springbank Snow Countess, with eight R. O. P. 
records totalling 7,982 lbs. fat and a ninth record now well 
nigh completed. She displaces as U. S. Champion for fat 
the Jersey, Sophie 19th of Hood Farm, with 11 records 
totalling 7,544.51 lbs. fat and the former high Holstein of 
the United States, Traverse Colantha Walker with nine 
records totalling 7,526.1 lbs. fat. She displaces as world’s 
champion for milk production the California Holstein, 
Tilly Alcartra, with eight records totalling 201,137.9 Ibs. 

Following is the statement by Horace W. Norton, Jr., 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, announcing the 
wonderful lifetime performance of the new champion. 

La Vertex Quantity of U. Neb 724068 has just com- 
pleted her ninth lactation record under Advanced Regis- 
try test with the tremendous total of 203,589.6 lbs. milk and 
7,636.3 lbs. fat. This grand old cow was bred by the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, Lincoln, Nebraska, where she has 
been on test continuously since her first freshening as a 
senior two-year-old. She has bred very regularly, the 
interval between calves ranging from 12 to 15 months, and 
Prof. H. P. Davis, head of the Dairy Husbandry Depart- 
ment at Lincoln, writes that she dropped twin bull calves 
on August 8th, only a few days over 12 months from 
previous date of freshening. Unfortunately, one of the 
twin bulls died, but the other is strong and vigorous and 
the cow came through the ordeal in good shape and will 
be put on test again as usual.

lifetime production both for milk and fat. The high fat 
record has been held for some years by Traverse Colan- 
tha Walker, with nine lactations totaling 200,114.9 Ibs. 
milk and 7,526.1 lbs. fat. La Vertex has a margin of 110.2 
lbs. fat and 3,474.7 lbs. milk over Traverse for the same 
number of lactations. The previous high record for life- 
time production of milk was by Tilly Alcartra 123459, with 
a total of 201,137.9 lbs. milk and 6,252.9 lbs. fat in eight 


lactations and La Vertex exceeds her by 2,451.7 lbs. milk 
and 1,383.4 lbs. fat. 


A glance at the pedigree of La Vertex Quantity of U. 
Neb. shows that her sire and dam are both capable of 
transmitting high production. Her sire, Varsity Piebe La 
Vertex 302952, has 27 daughters with long-time records 
listed in Volume 45 of the Blue Book, including 2 over 
1,000 lbs. fat 3 with 900-lb. fat records, 5 with 800 lbs., 6 
with 700 lbs. and 4 others over 600 lbs., or 20 of the 27 over 
600 lbs. fat. The seven that fell short of the 600-lb. mark 
were tested as junior two-year-olds, ranging from 412.6 
to 528.9 lbs. fat, and were never given later tests. Beside 
La Vertex Quantity of U. Neb., there are 10 other daugh- 
ters of this sire with Advanced Registry records for four 
or more lactations. N. P. Becky Bleske Beauty Piebe has 
a total of 137,120 lbs. milk and 4,674 lbs fat for 6 lacta- 
tions, with her sixth lactation starting at 9 years, 2 months 
of age. N. P. Rose King Piebe has 6 records with totals 
of 119,149 lbs. milk and 4,286 lbs. fat, and her sixth record 
started at 9 years, 10 months of age. N. P. Re-Becky Piebe 
has 5 records totaling 102,231 lbs. milk and 3,746 Ibs. fat 
and her fifth record started at 7 years, 9 months of age. 
N. P. Segis Pledge Rose Piebe has a total of 92,360 Ibs. 
milk and 3,367 lbs. fat for 5 lactations, starting her fifth 
record at 8 years, 2 months of age.

Quality Lincoln 348248, the dam of La Vertex, has 9 
records totaling 174,883.4 lbs. milk and 5,982.1 Ibs. fat. Two 
of these were ten-months’ records and one was a record 
for only 230 days and on twice-a-day milking. She was not 
tested during her second lactation, so that she should have 
a much larger total for lifetime production if figures were 
available for her lactation period in three-year form. Even 
with this handicap, Quality Lincoln’s lifetime total is ex- 
ceeded by only four cows, her daughter, La Vertex, Tra- 
verse Colantha Walker and Tilly Alcartra, whose records 
are given above, and Highfield Colantha Mooie 508736, who 
has finished 10 lactations (4 “C”, 4 “B” and 2 “A”) with 
totals of 193,416.5 lbs. milk and 6,720.4 Ibs. fat. Highfield 
Colantha Mooie freshened again last January at 14 years, 
8 months of age and is now on test in Classification C. 


The combined records of La Vertex and her dam make 
an impressive total which will doubtless stand for many 
years for lifetime production of mother and daughter.

So far as we know, there is no other com- 
bination of dam and daughter that will 
approach the production of these two animals. 
La Vertex is starting her tenth lactation test 
at 12 years, 8 months of age apparently in 
good, vigorous health in spite of the terrific 
strain of giving birth to 11 calves and produc- 
ing 203,589.6 lbs. milk and 7,636.3 lbs. fat in a 
period of litthke more than 10 years from her 
first freshening, July 2, 1924, to her 10th fresh- 
ening, August &, 1934. Such tremendous pro- 
duction requires great capacity and wonderful 
stamina and constitutional vigor, which La 
Vertex evidently inherited in abundance frem 
both sire and dam. Much credit should be 
given, also, to the men who have planned her 
rations and fed, milked and cared for her 
throughout her lifetime, and we hope that she 
may complete her present lactation, and per- 
haps even another, before her total lifetime 
production is finally recorded.

In the summer of 1927, Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg at- 
tended the Minnesota Holstein Company Dispersal where 
they made two purchases that proved to be of epoch- 
making importance to the herd. I refer to the two herd 


sires, Sir Bess Ormsby May and Sir Piebe Inka May 
Fayne, who became the cornerstones of the _ present 
herd. “Sir Bess’’ is a son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
from May Walker Ollie Homestead, former U. S. Cham- 
pion with 1,218 lbs. fat; and ‘‘Inka”’ is a son of Sir 
Inka May from a dam with practically 900 Ibs. fat. 


Both are bred for high test and show type. 

At the time of his purchase, Sir Bess Ormsby May 
was not yet two years old but had been in heavy service 
in seven comparatively small herds in Minnesota besides 
being mated with about two dozen of the best cows and 
heifers in the Minnesota Holstein Company herd. This

heavy service while only a youngster came very near 
being too much for him and for some time after his 
arrival at Osborndale he had to take things easy. He 
was given a limited amount of service and careful nurs- 
ing with plenty of outdoor life brought him around until 
today at nearly nine years old he has more than thirty 
daughters in the herd, ranging in age from baby calves 
to mature cows, and the bull himself, although not as 
large as some sires, is a picture of rugged, virile bull- 
hood. 

The type of his first calves was rather disappointing 
at first, perhaps due to his own run-down condition, but 
as they came to milk they developed into real dairy 
cows, practically every one with a well-shaped, well at- 
tached, capacious udder, and showing more and more 
class as they developed. In his later years he seems to 
be getting into the spirit of his job and is siring very 
excellent type. Several of his milking daughters at- 
tracted a great deal of favorable comment at Eastern 
States last fall and more will be seen there this year. 

About two years ago Sir Bess Ormsby May was en- 
tered in the Connecticut Proven Sire contest and for 
two consecutive years has been declared winner of the 
contest, having increased the production of his daugh- 
ters over their dams by 2,177 lbs. milk, 111.5 lbs. fat 
and 19% average test, giving him an index for 305-day 
production on two-time milking of 16,212 lbs. milk, 
642 lbs. fat, 3.96%, this in spite of the fact that he 
was mated with some of the highest record cows in the 
herd. Taking the A. R. S. O. records completed by his 
twelve daughters at Osborndale and one other daughter 
bred and developed in another herd, we find an index 
for the 13 pairs of 900 lbs. fat in a year in Class B, 
With 4.01% test. Only two of his daughters failed to 
test higher than their dams by a good margin. 

One of his daughters, Osborndale Olive May, is the

second highest junior two-year-old in Class B in the 
country, with 813.9 lbs. fat from 20,794.2 lbs. milk, 
3.9%. His two-year-old daughters are all tested in 
Class B as they freshen, and second calf daughters are 
occasionally run in Class A, his first to finish a three- 
year-old record having 736.2 lbs. fat and qualifying for 
the 305-day division. She is his lowest tester with 
3.445%, which however is considerably higher than that 
of her dam, which was 3.04%. 

Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, the other herd sire from 
Minnesota, proved to be an even more outstanding sire of 
type. One of his daughters was All-American senior year- 
ling heifer last year, having also been Reserve All-Ameri- 
can calf in 1932, and a son was Reserve All-American sen- 
ior yearling bull last year. I do not have his index at 
hand, but his first ten daughters to finish, all as two- 
year-olds in Class B, have an actual average of 523.22 
Ibs. fat from 13,499.9 lbs. milk, 3.88%. As in the 
case of “Sir Bess,’ this represents unselected daugh- 
ters, all of-them being tested as they freshen. 

In the summer of 1930 at the National Type Sale, 
Skylark Hengerveld Butter Boy, All-American Three- 
Year-Old of the preceding fall, was added to the staff 
of herd sires. This bull combines the blood of. two 
great daughters of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, thus 
bringing another important branch of the Ormsby family 
into the picture. This sire was also a bit slow in get- 
ting started at Osborndale, having been maintained in 
such high condition for the shows and for the sale, but 
the same kind of treatment that was given ‘Sir Bess’”’ 
proved effective in his case and he now has a dozen 
good daughters growing up in the herd and at past eight 
years old he serves yearling heifers with neatness and 
dispatch, without the aid of a breeding crate or any 
kind of support.

N. Y. to Permit Standardizing Milk 


OLSTEIN breeders who have been having difficulty 

iq in meeting the butterfat requirements of their 

milk markets are now permitted to raise their fat 

tests by some acceptable method of standardization, 

under the terms of an agreement reached at a confer- 

ence in Albany August 17, and made public by Commis- 
sioner Baldwin during the present week. 


Grade A milk producers in particular had been put 
on the spot by the requirement of their market that 
commencing September 1 their milk must test 3.8% fat 
in order to be accepted. For most Holstein herds that 
test is impossible to reach without using some method 
of standardization, or the mixing of breeds. The latter 
procedure on such a wholesale scale as would have been 
required, would be decidedly uneconomic and expensive, 
with a glutted Holstein market, and not enough of the 
others to go around, entirely apart from other considera- 
tions of herd management. All methods of standardiza- 
tion were apparently frowned upon by health authori- 
ties, making necessary their use illicitly, if at all, which 
was in itself repugnant. 


In order to find some solution to the problem, the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Association, through its 
Milk Committee, requested Commissioner Baldwin to 
intervene. In response to this request he called a con- 
ference of leaders of the industry, representing all 
angles of the problem, to sit down together and see 
what could be worked out. Included around the coun- 
cil table were Messrs. Halsey and Wellwood of Shef- 
field Farms Co.; Messrs. Marcusson and Eastlake of 
Borden’s; President Sexauer of the Dairymen’s League; 
Secretary Halliday of the Sheffield Producers Co-op., 
and several other members of this organization; Dr. 
Morrison, Cornell’s Animal Husbandry head; Dr. Brooks 
of the New York State Department of Health and Com- 
missioner Rice and his assistant, Mr. Doughtery of the 
New York City Board of Health. Representing the Hol- 
stein industry were National Directors Noyes and 
McLaury; President Chaffee and Secretary Brownell of 
the State Association and Messrs. Wooster and Prescott, 
chairman and secretary of its Milk Committee. Commis- 
sioner Baldwin presided over the conference, with Direc- 
tor Fee of the Milk Control Division and Mr. Manley, 
counsel of the department, at either elbow. 

First gun in the discussion of this subject was a 
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formal opinion, prepared by Mr. Manley at Commis- 
sioner Baldwin’s request, regarding the legality of stand- 
ardization under the existing milk law of the state. Mr. 
Manley’s conclusion was that there is nothing in the 
wording of the law, no in its evident legislative in- 
tent, to prohibit a dairyman from raising the fat con- 
tent of the milk he sells by the addition of cream of the 
same grade or by the removal of low testing portions 
of the product. It was a well reasoned opinion and we 
hope to have an official copy of it in time for presenta- 
tion in our next issue. Incidentally, it should be noted 
that this conclusion exactly coincides with the opinion of 
Judge Kellogg, Counsel of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, on the same subject. 


The representatives of the large distributing com- 
panies stated that they had no objection to standardiza- 
tion on the farm by any method not objectionable to the 
Board of Health. 


Dr. Morrison expressed his convictions as to the 
necessity of permitting standardization in order to pre- 
serve the future of the Holstein breed which makes up 
such a large proportion of the dairy herds of the state, 
and to avoid forced mixing of the herds in a way that 
that would in a few generations result in a mongrel lot 
of dairy cattle of inferior ability. He also. asserted 
strongly the value of Holstein milk, with its small fat 
globules and soft curd tension, and referred to recent 
experiments which definitely establish the greater Vita- 
min A potency of Holstein butterfat. For these reasons 
he concluded that Holstein milk, standardized to 4% fat 
or higher, would be a food product equal if not prefer- 
able to other natural milks of the same fat test but 
lacking the fundamental Holstein characteristics. 


Commissioner Rice, whose department holds the key 
to the situation, stated that he was concerned only with 
the safety of the product as sold in New York City. He 
was not concerned with standardization as such, and 
held no objection to any method or methods employed, 
on any other ground than that of possible contamination 
of the product. The siphon, or rubber hose method, he 
condemned as a potential hazard, and stated that he 
would have to continue to bar its use. Fore-milking 
was given an unreserved okay, from his standpoint. 
Dr. Rice, while declining to go on record as approving 
any particular mechanical means of standardization, did 
state that he could see little danger from the use of a 
cream separator, if carefully done. The use of a hold- 
ing can with a faucet in the bottom was also mentioned 
as a possible satisfactory and safe method. He assured 
the conference that, aside from the siphon method as 
practiced, his department would not prohibit the em- 
ployment of other methods of standardization as long 
as they regulted in a satisfactory product. Dr. Brooks 
indicated that this would also be the attitude of the 
State Board of Health in the matter. 


This broad view was greatly appreciated by the Hol- 
stein delegation and will be hailed by breeders every- 
where as a distinct forward step, important not only 
to producers but to the consuming public as well. The 
developments of the day marked the culmination of an 
effort for which the Holstein organization has been bat- 
tling for years, and the result should be the removal 
of a handicap that has been hanging like a mill-stone 
on the neck of the Holstein industry in this state. We 
hope there may be something in this program which 
Holstein breeders in other states may find useful in 
meeting their marketing problems. 


They’re Off ! 

HE 1934 show season got off to a good start at Mis- 
; souri State Fair last week, in spite of the drought, 
heat and everything. The numbers were down 
just slightly from last year, with a total of 80 Holsteins, 
as compared to 92 at their 1933 show. High lights, 
judging from Art Petersen’s report in this issue, in- 
cluded: another Grand Championship for Man-O-War 
30th, who is apparently out in fine form again for May- 
tag; Premier Breeder and Premier Exhibitor honors for 
Elmwood with their King Bessie line-up; a hot Get-of- 
sire group from Maytag again this year, but this time 
sired by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch; a Grand Champion 
female from the 2-year-old class, marking Holger Lar- 
sen’s successful return to the wars after six years’ ab- 

sence; and so on down the line. 


For most of the “big-time” show herds, the lid wil 
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come off this present week at Illinois State Fair. We 
have not seen the complete entry list, but by grape-vine 
and otherwise we understand that they will all be 
there, from East and West, to lock horns here under 
Axel Hansen before going to their several ways to wind 
up in another battle-royal at Waterloo in October under 
Joe Eves. Nearly all of last year’s strong herds will be 
on hand, with some notable additions. Too bad the judg- 
ing comes so late in the week that we cannot include 
even a wire summary in this issue. The September 8 
issue will have plenty of news for you, however. 

It has been hard to predict what success the 1934 
show season might experience, with the drought and 
other abnormalities, but it seems evident now that we 
are in for one of the best seasons of shows we have 
ever had. For instance, New York’s entry list for Hol- 
steins, we understand, totals nearly 300 head, about as 
many as all the other dairy breeds combined. Produc- 
tion we must have, but the value of type and the interest 
preeders take in it remain undiminished, if the plain 
evidence of the shows can be accepted. 

The Outlook 

T seems evident from a study of the present situation 
| that higher prices are bound to prevail all along the 

line in the dairy industry. Feed costs are sure to 
be sharply higher as the result of the drought. Produc- 
tion is milk is equally sure to be reduced, not only be- 
cause of short feed supplies, but also because of the 
millions of animals being slaughtered under the Gov- 
ernment relief program, and disease eradication pro- 
jects. 

Fluid milk prices are already advancing on a broad 
front, according to both official and private advices. In 
Minneapolis the retail price has just advanced to ten 
cents a quart, and centralizers are paying 30 cents a 
pound for butterfat, we are informed. Every mail 
brings a flock of news releases from the AAA regarding 
amendments to existing milk marketing license agree- 
ments, providing for increased prices to the producer. 

Markets in the East, which have been carrying a 
50% or more burden of surplus milk, will be strength- 
ened directly both from the higher prices of manu- 
factured dairy products and the reduced supplies press- 
ing on the market from the Mid-West. A recent report 
from official sources in New England shows that in June 
1933 western cream made up some 45% of the sales 
in the Boston market. In June 1934 the percentage was 
only 15%. Department of Agriculture figures show an 
increase in consumption of manufactured dairy products 
during May and June 1934, as compared with the same 
months last year, reversing the previous trend. 


Storage stocks of creamery butter are still com- 
paratively low. On August 1 the total stood at 108,742,- 
000 lbs., compared with 150,934,000 lbs. a year ago, and 
a five-year average for this date of 134,597,000 Ilbs., 
according to the Department of Agriculture. From the 
same source we note that American cheese in storage 
totals somewhat higher than either a year ago or the 
five-year average, perhaps reflecting speculative belief in 
better price levels to come. 

Higher milk prices, along with the feed shortage and 
higher costs of production, would seem logically to fore- 
cast a greatly improved demand for good cows. It 
would certainly seem like good business for dairymen 
to adjust their herds on the most efficient possible basis, 
culling out their low producers and replacing them with 
a smaller number of better animals that would make a 
much greater return on the available feed. 


In the important New York market, while hay sup- 
plies are abnormally low, and are causing some concern 
about next winter’s feed problems, returns for market 
milk should be much more satisfactory. In addition to 
the reasons given above, production will be still farther 
reduced by the disease eradication program. The State 
Legislature, in emergency session, has just passed an 
additional appropriation of $1,500,000 for T. B. indem- 
nities, bringing the total of state funds for the year up 
to $4,000,000, in addition to $2,000,000 of Federal 
money that has been made available for the same pur- 
pose. The program calls for the removal of 100,000 
head of diseased cattle from the dairy herds of this state 
during the year. The replacement market will therefore 
be an increasingly important factor, and the new rulings 
on standardization of milk, reported elsewhere in this 


issue, should insure a much bigger share of this replace- 
ment demand for Holsteins than would otherwise have 
been the case. 

Recent reports of sales in the Middle West have not 
been too encouraging, on account of the desperate feed 
situation existing in such a large area, but now that 
the drouth has been broken over such a wide front and 
many sections will apparently find themselves not so 
badly off for winter forage as they had feared, we look 
for substantial improvement in price levels of good pure 
bred animals throughout this section also. The govern- 
ment program of direct relief through the purchase and 
slaughter of several million head of cattle from the 
drought areas, should help bolster the market for both 
beef and dairy cattle for some years to come. 

The beef cattle breed associations are working out 
a plan with the Government whereby the owners of pure 
bred herds in the drought states may cull out about 
10% of their less desirable breeding animals and turn 
them over to the Relief administration at a fair market 
price, and in addition get loans to cover necessary pur- 
chases of feed for the cattle they keep. Mr. Clark of 
the Extension Service of our Association is working 
closely with other agencies to attempt to secure the 
adoption of some similar program for the pure bred 
herds of dairy cattle in those states. Such a program 
would be of great benefit, not only to the herd owners 
in the states directly involved, but would help to 
strengthen the whole pure bred dairy cattle market by 
eliminating the possibility of great numbers of distress 
offering that would tend to depress the whole market. 

A critical analysis of the whole situation strengthens 
our conviction that now is the time to buy good Hol- 
steins. We may never see another time so favorable to 
the buyer as it is right now. 





The Cover 

UPT. NORTON this week announces the first annua!’ 
S awards of the Mount Hope Prizes for Index Sires, 

and our cover illustration appropriately depicts the 
winner of the first award. Lathrop Star Homestead 
535117 was bred by former President L. M. Thompson 
at Lathrop Farm, Montrose, Pa., and the sire and’ 
daughters were developed in this herd. His sixteer# 
daughters in the herd test have an average production 
of 15,140 lbs. milk, 557 lbs. fat, adjusted to a Mature 
Equivalent Class B basis. Eight dam-daughter pairs 
are available, the daughters showing some increase in 
milk production and a substantial increase in butterfat 
percentage. The result is an index of 16,020 lbs. milk, 
4.18 per cent fat, and 670 lbs. fat. The bull himself 
is a show bull of high class and his daughters are of 
uniformly fine type of along with their excellent perform- 
ance at the pail. When the Lathrop Farm herd was 
dispersed in the fall of 1933, this bull was the feature 
offering, being finally purchased at $510, by the Brad- 
ford County, Pa., Breeders’ Association for cooperative 
use in the herds of its members. While his own work 
as a sire is the important consideration right now, it is 
interesting to note that there is much of merit in his 
pedigree. His sire, King Valdessa Pontiac Homestead, 
was bred by John A. Bell Jr., being a son of King Val- 
dessa Pontiac, Mr. Bell’s famous herd sire of an earlier 
day. The dam, North Star Neeltje Johanna, as her name 
indicates, was bred by W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn., 
she being a daughter of Johanna Bonheur Champion.

Harold G. Gulliver 


ORD has just reached us of the passing of Harold 
We. Gulliver on July 9, following an attack of 

pneumonia. Mr. Gulliver’s life work was in the 
field of better livestock, and as livestock editor of such 
magazines as Country Life and The Field, he was a 
powerful advocate of pure bred breeding herds for coun- 
try estates. He was well informed on the problems of 
breeding, and wrote interestingly and convincingly re- 
garding the various breeds. He enjoyed a wide acquaint- 
ance among leading breeders of the East, who will join 
us in sincere regret at his untimely death. For some 
time past he had worked on the organization of a new 
magazine in the quality field which would have been de- 
voted to all of the principal breeds of dairy cattle. 
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a subject, whether 
applied to razor blades, cosmetics, 
cigarettes, or even milk will not stay 
“down and out.” Advertising in some 
form or other is inevitably a part of 
everything that concerns human be- 
ings,—what they eat, do, wear, buy 
or sell. If a man aspires to Congress, 
advertising aids in placing him there, 
and is, oftentimes, the only asset he 
has to get him there. 

The time is here, right now, when 
no man can safely say “I don’t have 
to advertise my product; it does its 
own advertising; it speaks for itself.” 
If one depends solely on this source 
of publicity to continue in business, 
very soon he will be lead to realize 
the falsity of such a statement. For 
this reason, milk in general must be 
extensively advertised in an attempt 
to correct the many false impressions 
created for other foods and _ substi- 
tutes through advertising, and if we 
are to continue the success of the 
Holstein cow we must publicize her 
product. 


However, based upon the outcome 
of the Baltimore convention, it is very 
apparent that the writer merely rep- 
resents a minority interest. There 
we learned that it was impossible, 
even detrimental, to advertise Hol- 
stein milk nationally. That the only 
feasible way was, for individual breed- 
ers who distributed their milk, to ad- 
vertise in their locality and at their 
own expense. Well, many of them 
have been doing this rather success- 
fudly for several years, and it is quite 
probable that to them is due the 
credit for whatever recognition Hol- 
stein milk has received throughout 
the entire country, where indirectly, 
every breeder-producer-distributor of 
this milk has been benefited. And 
now it is too frequently expressed that 
National advertising “wouldn’t bene- 
fit me,” due to location, market con- 
ditions and present competition,— 
-pained through advertising. 

Whenever I hear such arguments, 
I am reminded of the characteristics 
-of the Cow Bird, a member of the 
feathered tribe who thoroughly be- 
lieves in co-operation, but who never 
. co-operates. In co-operative com- 
munities there is much evidence, even 
in our breed association, that there 
are some people who, though strong 
for co-operation, emulate the one out- 
standing characteristic of the Cow 
Bird, which never has a nest of her 
own, but who lays one egg in other 
bird’s nests and let’s some foreign 
bird hatch it out, feed and rear her 
offspring. The moral being, if it needs 
one, “what is the use of doing any- 
thing yourself, when you can get oth- 
ers to do it for you?” 





Advertising, as 
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This publicity desire for Holstein 
milk has proved inspirational enough 
to cause several splendid editorials 
in the Holstein-Friesian World; two 
outstanding ones recently appearing. 
the first, Selling Milk, p. 12, July 14, 
1934, and the other one, Holstein Milk 
Angles, p. 12, July 28, 1934. Selling 
Milk was replied to, in the latter 
number, by two men well known to 
readers of these pages, while an en- 
thusiastic 


Connecticut breeder wrote 
in glowing praise of this particular 
editorial, in the number for August 


11th. 

These two editorials, together with 
certain portions of the two first men- 
tioned letters are well worth reading 
and deserve thoughtful consideration. 
If you read them too hurriedly at the 
time, why not get these’ issues 
out now and see how you rate them, 
at this time? 

There is much truth in the sugges- 
tion that the promotion of special 
milks for the market may cause the 
consumer confusion as to what milk, 
if any, he should buy. The scare about 
raw milk, and the need for pasteuri- 
zation probably would never have 
been raised had all milk been made 
conscientiously as to cleanliness and 
handling, that is required of it now. 
The newly discovered need for vita- 
min D, and its apparent lack in nat- 
ural milk, has been presented in such 
a scientific-commercial way that it 
has caused many would be users of 
milk to doubt whether or not, natural 
milk,—as produced by the cow,—does 
or ever did accomplish any of the 
good that has been attributed to its 
use as a food. 

The editorial covers briefly, but 
pointedly, pasteurized milk, raw milk, 
milk with soft curd, Vitamin D milk, 
iodized milk, and high testing fat 
milk. The editorial then states: 


“There is probably a place for all 
of these things. Probably most of the 
proponents are sincere in their argu- 
ments and believe at least a part of 
what they say, but it is a real ques- 
tion as to how helpful they are in 
promoting the use of milk. Under 
some circumstances, pasteurization is 
undoubtedly desirable. In others, raw 
milk is preferable. There are plenty 
of infants with weak stomachs that 
actually assimilate soft curd milk 
more easily. Vitamin D milk may ac- 
complish all of the things claimed for 
it, even though this vitamin business 
is being worked to death in behalf of 
a great variety of products.” 


The next paragraph is well worth 
reading, mentioning that somewhat 
rich milks to serve the purpose of 
both cream and milk, while others 
desire a moderate fat milk “along 
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with the growth-promoting and body- 
building solids of 


nature’s most per- 
fect food. They are entitled to in- 
dulge their preferences.” (To which 


we add, preferences are actually cre- 


ated through advertising). “Healthy, 
normal folks want their milk pro- 
duced and delivered under sanitary 


conditions, from clean, healthy, well- 
fed cows. They do net need to be 
alarmed or concerned over the extra 
vitamins, or iodine content, or what 
have you. They would rather have 
99% of these frills and fads thrown 
out the window along with the extra 
distribution and handling costs which 
them.” 


accompany Yes, it is the 
truth. 
The other editorial,—Holstein Milk 


Angles,—is equally fine. Read the 
first two paragraphs, particularly the 
second, and then attempt to realize 
what it will mean,—what it will ul- 
timately cost “to un-sell the consumer 
on the idea of deep cream line.” Con- 
tinuing the next paragraph, “The 
power of advertising in shaping coni- 
sumer-tastes is undisputed. But it 
takes important money to do it ef- 
fectively——.” True, but necessary to 
good business. 


Mention is then made of carbon- 


ated beverages, most of which are 
extensively advertised. “If it costs 
as little to produce a quart of milk 


as it does to put out a bottle of Coco- 
Cola, or other similar advertised prod- 
uct, the problem would be compara- 
tively simple.” While it costs the 
consumer as much for a quart of 
Coco-Cola, as a quart of good milk, 
here the comparison stops, for the 
only food value is practically con- 
tained in the small percentage of 
sugar that sweetens the Coco-Cola. 
Advertising could readily set this 
right in consumer minds. Truthful 
advertising is truly educational, more 
than an invitation for one to buy an 
item. 


One of our very well known and im- 
portant Holstein breeders who I per- 
sonally talked with, said that he did 
not believe in advertising Holstein 
milk. This when a small group was 
discussing that resolution to be pre- 
sented at the Baltimore convention. 
Yet he replies to the editorial,—Sell- 
ing Milk, with a question: “Have you 
heard of, or do you know of, anyone 
who drank or used less milk because 
of advertising some special milk?” 
Yet despite what I understand him to 
say against Holstein milk advertising, 
he subconsciously permitted himself 
to yield to the influence of such ad- 
vertising, for in this letter he states: 

“I went into the soda fountain of 
Hotel Commodore, New York City, 
and ordered a glass of milk and re 




















quested to see the bottle cap. It was 
“Beaver Dam” milk at 10 cents a 
glass. I ordered a second glass.” Ob- 
serve the influence of advertising? 
Mark you, he asked to see the bottle 
cap, and when he read “Beaver Dam,” 
he was satisfied, for it was known to 
him, and such knowledge must have 
resulted from a form of advertising. 
Further still, the only Beaver Dam 
milk I know of, is from a Holstein 
herd. So the advertisement on the 
pottle cap assured his inquiring mind. 
Then our mutual friend makes a bold, 
but absolutely truthful statement: 
“While there is a great need of ad- 
vertising milk as milk, there is a lot 
of it that I do not care to drink. I 
doubt if any special milk advertising 
lessens the sale of milk though; they 
cause people to prefer the advertised 
product.” 


Could there be a better argument 
in favor of advertising Holstein 
milk? 

The two statements “Advertising 
shapes consumer tastes,” and “Cause 
people to prefer the advertised prod- 
duct,” is aptly shown in the trend of 
commercializing cigarettes. Think of 
this when you realize that the milk 
business is up against this proposition 
too, for cigarettes are being advo- 
cated for some of the things that milk 
does nutritionally. 


At the moment I am looking at one 
of a series of newspaper advertise- 
ments for Camel cigarettes; they are 
quite similar. This one shows a pic- 
ture of a young man, with woe-begone 
expression: In rather large capital 
letters across the top of his hat these 
words: “VIGOR GONE” and adja- 
cent a picture of his smiling, happy 
self, and placarded across his chest 
these words: And “Then He Smoked 
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A CAMEL.” Beneath these two cuts 
appears the following statement: 
“Hustling for Rusiness Takes Energy, 
So Smoke a Camel When “Low.” 
Soon fatigue and irritability go. 
because Camels restore your flow of 
energy. Steady smoking? That’s O. 
K. Camel’s costlier tobaccos do not 
upset the nerves. GET A LIFT WITH 
CAMELS.” What rot. Phis same idea 
is carried through using pictures of 
tired, work-worn women, and another 
showing the same person with a 
cheery face, and their slogan,—“‘And 
Then She Smoked a Camel.” 


Foods, particularly milk, does actu- 
ally accomplish what the advertise- 
ment for Camels indicates. In the 
opinion of the writer smoking a cig- 
arette, any brand, cannot do this. It 
probably is true that certain persons 
experience a quieting of nerves, the 
apparent subduing of fatigue, even 
pain, following the smoking of to- 
bacco, who give credit to the ‘“won- 
ders” of tobacco, and these wonders 
are due to the fact that tobacco is a 
narcotic, meaning a drug possessed of 
therapeutic properties which soothes, 
or deadens the senses to pain. Opium 
is a narcotic, and narcotics are habit- 
forming, in common parlance,—dope, 
the persistent use of which makes 
one a narcomaniac. Milk doesn’t do 
this, not even Holstein milk. 


To further illustrate the power of 
advertising, or commercial sugges- 
tion, look at what it has accomplished 
in a few brief years. Created a vogue; 
one so subtly brought about, that 
thousands of women of refinement 
and beauty are now smoking cigar- 
ettes; all through the compelling in- 
fluence of skillfully manipulated ad- 
vertising. 


In my professional work, I have for 
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many years supervised the purity and 
harmlessness of innumerable toilet 
requisites, face lotions, creams, hair 
preparations and the like, for women 
seeking to improve their features. 
Many have told me what they did in 
order not to get “lines” in the face, 
particularly about the nose and 
mouth, while today many of these 
same lovely women are surely dis- 
figuring their features through the gy- 
rations of nose and mouth employed 
in smoking cigarettes. Believe it or 
not, but make the observations for 
yourself. 

Now the point I pause to make is 
this: If skillfully arranged advertis- 
ing can accomplish what it already 
has done for cigarettes, cosmetics and 
such other more or less non-essen- 
tials, in the name of good sense, what 
could the dairy industry accomplish 
with less than one-half the money now 
being lavishly spent for these more 
or less injurious products. So we 
haggle and waste time in senseless 
argument about starting a minature 
advertising campaign for Holstein 
milk, just because we haven’t capital 
to meet big business,—a business 
which wasn’t always big. Success may 
be fickle in any endeavor, but surely 
success never came to any business 
until after a start was made. Even 
the cigarette or cosmetic industry. 

I have not “ground an axe” for the 
cigarette industry. I have only made 
mention of what I think you already 
know, but may not have considered it 
as having any connection with our 
business, they seem so different. I 
have used it to merely show the re- 
sults that can be accomplished 
through advertising. Shall we sit idly 
by and let other breeds promote their 
product, or shall we “snap out of it” 
and go after it for ourselves.

ST. LAWRENCE COUNTY PICNIC 


The annual picnic of the St. Lawrence County Club was 
held August 9 at the farm of Mr. and Mrs. Jay Martin, 
near Lisbon, N. Y., with a good attendance of Holstein 
breeders and their families. Instead of the usual basket 
picnic, the contributions of the picnickers were all placed 
on a long table and everyone gathered around and picked 
out what he wanted cafeteria style. County Agent Leon 
Clause had charge of a program of stunts and games which 
was followed by a judging contest under the direction of 
Prof. G. J. Wight of Canton State School of Agriculture, 
with Rob Thompson and Prof. W. M. Rider as official 
judges. Ray Morrison of Rensselear Falls was the only 
one to place both rings of cows exactly the same as the 
judges and was awarded the men’s prize, the ladies’ prize 
going to Mrs. Lee Martin. President Howard C. Loucks of 
Canton presided at the speaking program with Prof. W. 
M. Rider, chairman of the state-wide committee that is 
supervising the New York State campaign of milk adver- 
tising as principal speaker. Prof. Rider outlined the plans 
of the committee in considerable detail, which include paid 
advertising in all weekly newspapers of the state and in 
a long list of dailies and a few magazines; a 13-week radio 
campaign over two state-wide hook-ups, with programs 
that will appeal especially to children, with prize contests, 
besides weekly milk broadcasts from the Farm Bureau; 
also special work through schools, women’s clubs, etc., 


with milk bars and milk exhibits to be arranged in all the 
principal cities of the state and milk talks to be given at 
all sorts of meetings wherever crowds gather. Slogan 
streamers, posters, show cards and auto stickers will be 
furnished for those interested and it is hoped to make 
New York State thoroughly “milk conscious.” Prof. Rider 
stated that although the program is barely started, definite 
results in greater consumption of dairy products have 
already been noted. Wm. A. Prescott of the World also 
spoke briefly, mentioning the disease eradication program 
of the national government, with the probable coopera- 
tion of the New York State government as one of the en- 
couraging factors in the present situation. 


An auction sale of bulls and heifers donated for the 
benefit of the club was held with Rob Thompson as auc- 
tioneer. Calves were donated by H. C. Loucks, Everett 
McClure, Ray Morrison, Carl Randall and R. M. Thomp- 
son, and a nice addition was made to the club treasury, 
although it was evident that most of the crowd was there 
for a good time rather than to buy calves, prices running 
very low for the breeding and quality of the offerings.

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has recently sent an expedition 
to Central Asia in an effort to find 
drouth-resisting pasture grasses that 
may be adapted for use in this coun- 
try. There are regions on the edge 
of the Gobi desert where great pas- 
ture lands exists, even though sum- 
mer temperatures often go above 100 
degrees, and the winter temperatures 
40 degrees below zero, with annual 
rainfall of less than 16 inches. The 
Department hopes this expedition 
may discover not only drouth-resist- 
ing pasture grasses, but also grasses 
and shrubs with root stock of the 
type suitable for preventing wind and 
water erosion in dry land areas.

The first dairy cow in the United 
States of other than the Holstein 
breed to produce over 1,200 lbs. fat 
is Stockwell’s April Pogis of H. P., a 
Jersey bred and owned by High Pas- 
tures, Woodstock, Vt., whose figures 
are just announced as 1,218.48 lbs. fat 
from 17,880 lbs. milk, average test 
6.81%. Her fat record is a fraction 
of a pound under that of May Walker 


Ollie Homestead and about seven 
pounds under that of Carnation Pros- 
pect Ormsby Gluck, who still retains 
her title of highest record living cow 
of all breeds in the United States. 
The Jersey finished her record early 
in July and is bred to freshen late in 
September, so under Holstein rules 
she would just fail to qualify for the 
305-day division, but under Jersey 
rules her owner could have claimed 
a 305-day record of 1,037.81 Ibs. fat, 
if he had been willing to waive the 
year record. The A. J. C. C. does 
not allow one cow to be credited with 
both a 305-day and a yearly record 
in the same lactation.

He was pur- 
chased by Mr. Wertheimer as a two- 
year-old and was in regular service 
until about two years ago, when he 
became impotent from old age, and he 
has since been maintained as a “star 
boarder” in recognition of his long 
years of usefulness as a sire, but it 
recently became necessary to put him 
painlessly to death. He is a son of 
the famous “51-lb.”’ Canadian-bred 
cow, Rolo Mercena De Kol, world’s 
champion in the seven-day and thirty- 
day divisions, and his sire was King 
Pontiac Hengerveld Fayne, one of the 
best known sons of King of the Pon- 
tiacs. Only three of his daughters 
have been tested in Advanced Regis- 
try but all made outstanding records. 
Rolo Minnie Monk made 890 lbs. fat 
at five years and came back the fol- 
lowing year with 931.1 lbs. fat, also 
qualifying for the 305-day division, 
her record in this division of 873.1 
Ibs. fat being the largest ever made 
in Maryland. Another daughter, Rolo 
Crescent Beauty, made 845.2 lbs. fat 
as a senior four-year-old and came 
back at 5 years with 885.7 lbs. fat. 
Relo Idlewild Pontiac made a Class 
B record of 607.1 lbs. fat, giving him 
an average for the five records made 
by his three daughters of 831.8 Ibs. 
fat. The Wertheimer herd is built 
almost entirely on the blood of this 
sire and is well known for its produc- 
tion, year after year.

NEW ZEALAND RECORD 


Lottie, a grade Friesian owned by 
Mrs. Hyde of Springdale, New Zea- 
land, is reported by the New Zea- 
land Friesian Association as produc- 
ing 879 lbs. fat from 21,870 lbs. milk 
in only 261 days on twice-a-day milk- 
ing in the New Zealand Herd Test, 
which we understand is something 
like our Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation work. Two different one-day 
check tests were held about three 
days apart last December and each 
time she produced better than 130 
lbs. milk with 3.5% test, the best day 
being 132 lbs. believed to be a world’s 
record for two-time work. She pro- 
duced 100 lbs. fat in October, 112 Ibs. 
in November, 137 lbs. in December, 
108 lbs. in January, 127 lbs. in Feb- 
ruary and 115 lbs. in March, a total 
of 699 lbs. fat in the six months. An 
attack of footrot which cut her down 
to 69 Ibs. fat in April and 58 lbs. fat 
in May. Her record is the highest of 
any of the 122,000 cows tested by the 
New Zealand Co-op. Herd Testing 
Association during the 1933-34 season. 
It is believed that her dam and 
granddam were also grade Friesians 
so she probably has at least 871%% 
of Friesian blood. Her owner, Mrs. 
Hyde, has a dairy of 147 cows, main- 
tained on a 250 acre farm which is 
still not fully improved.

Editor, Holstein-Friesion World: 

I have read with very great interest and appreciation 
your editorials in the July 14 and July 28 issues on the 
selling of milk and I most heartily approve of all that you 
have said, and most especially do I wish to commend your 
statement in the July 14 issue which reads as follows: 
“Healthy, normal folks want their milk to be produced and 
delivered under sanitary conditions from clean, healthy, 
well fed cows.” That statement in my opinion covers 
90% of the evils that confront the sale of dairy products. 
If we will clean the filth and dirt from our dairy products 
and satisfy the consuming public that we have a safe 
product, then we will have a satisfactory market for all 
dairy products. Or course, we have a lot of high quality 
products at this time; however, there is so much unsafe 
milk and other dairy products offered along with the good 
that the people are suspicious of the quality and do not 
consume dairy products in anything like the quantity they 
would if they knew these products were safe and fit for 
human consumption. 

We sell the milk from 75 to 100 pure bred Holstein 
cows along with that of the Jersey herd here at the Uni- 
versity at a profit and at the prevailing market price and 
the public knows it is safe and no questions are asked 
about dairy breeds; they only want safe products that are 
clean and wholesome, and we are in a Jersey area. All 
dairy breeds and other dairy interests should unite to 
advertise good dairy products, eliminate the confusion 
“that is brought about by special advertisements of special 
milks, etc. There is a market for all of the high quality 
dairy products that are being produced and that will be 
produced if the public is satisfied that these products are 
clean and safe to use as foods. 

I hope you will keep up the good work and campaign 
for a higher quality of dairy products as tltis is the only 
salvation for the dairy industry and all of the dairy breeds.

Farmers know well that many milch cows give 
milk that is below the Massachusetts legal stand- 
ard. It looks as if the legislators had been trying 
to improve on nature! 

Several speakers expressed belief that allowing a 
lower test milk would be of especial help to invalids 
and children. They said such milk is more easily 
digested than that with a lot of butterfat. 

The Boston American is a link in the Heart chain of 
dailies and has a wide circulation in Boston and the sur- 
rounding country.

COMMENTS ON FOUNDATION TYPE 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been much interested in your articles on “The 
Type of the Founders,’’ appearing in recent issues. It is 
unfortunate that the early system of taking measurements 
and descriptions of the animals admitted to Advanced 
Registry was discontinued, but of course it would have 
been too expensive to continue this plan with inspectors 
trained and qualified for the work. 

You will be interested to know that we still have in 
our files in the vault the original applications and reports 
of the examiners for all these early animals, including A. 
R. Sire No. 1, Burley 394 H. H. B. and A. R. Cow No. 1, 
Queen of Wayne 955 H. H. B. Qpeen of Wayne was born 
March 4, 1873, so she was nearly 13 years old when she 
was examined for Advanced Registry by Mr. Burchard 
and Mr. Hoxie on January 6, 1886. 

I was particularly interested in your comments on the 
measurements of Pietertje Hengerveld Paul De Kol, show- 
ing that his body measured 84% inches in length, which 
was out of proportion to the other measurements in com: 
parison with other animals. In reading this report, it 
occurred to me that perhaps there might have been a typo- 
graphical error in the Advanced Register in giving the 
figure for length, but I found that the figure 84% inches 
as given corresponded with the figures on the report of 
the examiners and all figures recorded in Mr. Hoxie’s 
handwriting were the same as you had quoted them from 
the record in the Advanced Register.

his daughters were tested as two-year-olds and all but one 
in Classification B. His highest record daughter made 
15,631 Ibs. milk, 3.5% and 542.1 lbs. fat in 316 days, tested 
in Classification A at 2 years, 2 months of age, and the 
next highest, tested in Classification B, at 2 years, 3 
months of age, made 16,597 lbs. milk, 3.3% and 540.9 lbs. 
fat in 365 days. Traverse Johanna Marathon Burke is just 
past seven years of age and should be good for a number 
of years’ service. He has nine other daughters in the 
herd that have come into production since the close of the 
herd test year and several others soon to freshen in the 
Kalamazoo State Hospital herd, where he was in service 
for a few months in 1931.

In New England 

Jeautiful Highlawn. New England 
has been generally favored with rea- 
sonable rains this season and crops 
are comparatively good. They could 
use more moisture in July and later 
cuttings of alfalfa may be reduced, 
but at this writing they are in a very 
fortunate situation as far as hay and 
other forage crops are concerned. 
Supt. John Bridgeman tried an inter- 
esting pasture experiment last fall, 
going over them with a disc harrow, 
and sowing two bushel of rye per 
acre. This spring about 40 lbs. of 
home-mixed commercial fertilizer was 
applied, and about 20 lbs. per acre of 
Eastern States Grassland mixture 
was broadcast. They rye was 
pastured early and the clover stand 
in last July was just ready for the 
same treatment. <A few strips now 
disced emphasized the value of the 
cultivation. The Highlawn 10-20 
tractor has recently been equipped 
with rubber’ tires—effectiveness in- 
creased 25% with a 25% reduction in 
gas consumption. A winter-killed al- 
falfa field was plowed up and planted 
to corn. In August they will broad- 
cast alfalfa in the corn rows and ex- 
pect to get the field back in alfalfa 
production without loss of a year’s 
crops.

Quon-quont—busy with their milk 
business and trying to find storage for 
their bumper hay crop. Pluto looks 
fit as a fiddle. They have 23 of his 
daughters in milk and they are crack- 
ing out 20,000 lbs. milk as two-year- 
olds with almost monotonous regular- 
ity. There will be some real aged 
cows in this group. Average test of 
the whole herd of 43 Holsteins in 
milk just turned in at 3.76% fat. The 
cross of Quon-quont Sir Modest, which 
already has produced one Reserve All- 
American, continues to look like a 
real nick in breeding. They are also 
trying out several young bulls of their 
own breeding that are promising es- 
pecially well. The Rhea Reserve All- 
American heifer will finish in Novem- 
ber with close to 700 Ibs. fat and a 
4% test. Her son is a knock-out for 
the bull calf class. They are plan- 
ning a sizable display at Eastern 
States, and should render a pleasing 
account of themselves. The _ test 
string now numbers 23, including 
seven in Class A, the balance in B. 
Heifers in the back pasture called for 
a hair-raising ride over Bull Hill, with 
Mr. Wells at the wheel, Hugh Morrill 
and Harvey Sinclair holding down the 
rear seat of the Buick beach-wagon— 
well worth the effort to see them.

Baker Farm—many improvements 


in plant since my last visit due to the 
growth of the milk business—a new 
barn for about 70 milkers—new and 
bigger dairy equipment. They sup- 
ply Phillips Exeter Academy during 
the school year and during the sum- 
mer when school is closed, have de- 
veloped a trade at Hampton Beach 
which calls for better than 1,500 
quarts of Holstein milk daily. Vere 
Culver’s chief worry seemed to be 
where to get enough milk to take care 
of it.

Orms- 
by Direct and Baker Farm Challenger 
(son of Wisconsin Fobes 7th) are now 
partnership bulls and are over in New 
York State. July dry weather was 
causing some worry over immediate 
field conditions. Sudan grass is help- 
ing. Wet Brewers grains are avail- 
able and form an economical addition 
to the grain ration. A real business 
concern, is Baker Farm.

Mr. L. H. Addington of State College, New Mexico. K. 
P. O. P. 42d has 28 daughters with Herd Test records 
averaging 17,610 lbs. milk, 3.838% and 595 lbs. fat, mature 
“B” basis. Unfortunately, only 9 of these daughters were 
from dams with Herd Test records. Six of the 9 daugh- 
ters were better than their dams for milk, 8 were better 
for per cent fat and 5 were better than their dams for 
total fat. The highest record among the 28 daughters is 
credited to Price K. P. O. P. Bonnie, Classification B, age 
5 years, in 365 days, 25,993 lbs. milk, 3.4% fat and 884.7 
lbs. fat. The Price herd now includes 20 daughters of this 
sire of producing age. 


In conclusion, it may be well to explain that the Mount 
Hope Index, as it is used as the basis for these awards, is 
figured as an equal-parent index. Only Herd Improvement 
Registry records are used. Milk is adjusted to the basis 
of mature age (6 to 9 years) and Classification B (three- 
times-a-day milking) by the use of equivalents developed 
from approximately 10,000 Herd Test records. Actual per 
cent fat without adjustment is used. If a cow has two or 
more records, the average of actual per cents fat shown is 
taken with the average of the adjysted milk productions 
and from these figures butterfat is determined. In this 
way records are made as nearly uniform as possible for 
dams and daughters of all sires considered and indices are 
placed on a fairly comparable basis. 


Next year, prizes will be doubled and interest should 
be greatly increased. We hope, too, to be able to report 
the awards more promptly, but changes in the rules which 
were found necessary delayed the decision for this year’s 
awards. As the number of herds testing regularly every 
year increases, many sires with long lines of tested 
daughters, all from tested dams, will be able to qualify 
under the rules and competition for the Mount Hope 
awards will continue to grow keener year after year.

The fourth of the great Osborndale quartette of herd 
sires is Mrs. Kellogg’s great pet, ‘‘Joash,’’ a son of Sir 
Bess Ormsby May from an outstanding daughter of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. He was one of the 
“hand raising’’ that he was carried through his diffi- 
early offspring of his sire and it was only by careful 
cult and delicate calfhood. One would never guess this 
to see him now for he has developed into one of the 
finest four-year-olds in the East. In 1932 he was 
awarded Honorable Mention for All-American, although 
a short age three-year-old, and last year at Eastern 
States he stood second in the aged bull class in strong 
competition and on a close decision. His first daughters 
are now just coming to milk and a promising lot they 
are. Few herds anywhere in the country have four 
better bulls in service than the four mentioned above. 

The herd today consists of 160 registered Holsteins, 
has been T. B. accredited for nine years and regularly 
blood tested for about seven years. There are in the 
herd 30 daughters of Sir Bess Ormsby May, 35 daugh- 
ters of Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, 12 daughters of Sky- 
lark Hengerveld Butter Boy and 15 daughters of Os- 
borndale Joash Ollie Homestead, daughters of the four 
herd sires accounting for considerably more than half 
the herd. Among the foundation cows are ten daugh- 
ters of Lauderdale North Star Champion and a couple 
of daughters of an excellent Mount Hermon bull that 
was used in the herd for a time. 

The highest record cow in the herd and believed to 
be the largest dairy cow in the world is Mantup Pietje 
Bess Ormsby with 1,126.1 lbs. fat from 29,052.5 Ibs. 
milk, average test 3.9%. She weighed 2,400 lbs. just 
before calving and girthed 97 inches around the heart. 
She has a daughter and a son in the herd, both by “Sir 
Bess,’”’ and a son by “Inka’ ’is in service at Vermont 
State Hospital at Windsor.

At noon picnic baskets were opened 
on the beautifully shaded lawn, with 
plenty of bottled milk and hot coffee 
furnished by the hosts for all. The 
speakers’ table was equipped with 
delicious box lunches, and the serious

business of the day got off to a good 
start. After the needs of the inner 
man had been satisfied, the crowd 
gathered around the speakers’ table 
and were called to order by Mrs. W. 
S. Kellogg, President of the New Eng- 
land Association, who welcomed the 
gathering on behalf of the association 
and introduced the host, Mr. Acker- 
mann, who responded in a few cordial 
words of welcome. 

The principal speaker was former 
Congressman James G. Strong, a well 
known Holstein breeder and an en- 
thusiastic advocate of Holstein milk. 
A forceful and witty speaker with a 
fund of good ideas for the advance- 
ment of the breed, Mr. Strong held 
the close attention of an interested 
audience. He spoke of the value of 
milk, particularly of Holstein milk, 
as a food and pointed out the im- 
portance of milk advertising, citing 
what has been done by advertising for 
prunes, citrus fruits, breakfast foods 
and even cigarettes. He reminded his 
listeners that such great health in- 
stitutions as Battle Creek Sanitarium 
and Modern Woodmen Sanatorium 
use Holstein milk exclusively, as well 
as the great majority of state institu- 
tions for the unfortunate and the U. 
S. Soldiers’ ‘Home and U. S. Naval 
Academy. He urged that all Holstein 
breeders talk and advertise the value 


of Holstein milk, stressing the 
“Health Line rather than the Fat 


Line.”’ 


V. S. Culver, a member of the com-

mittee that is formulating the New 
England program for advertising Hol- 
stein milk, spoke briefly but stated 
that the committee had not yet made 
sufficient progress for a very definite 


report. He urged that a premium 
should be paid for better sanitary 
methods rather than for higher fat 


content of milk. Prof. M. H. Camp- 
bell of University of Vermont, spoke 
on the results of five years of the 
Herd Test in the University herd, and 
urged the importance of more testing 
as well as the cleaning up of diseases. 
He also spoke briefly on the _ prin- 
ciples of inbreeding and line breed- 
ing, and mentioned the program of 
breed improvement sponsored by the 
National Association, now just getting 
under way with Dr. Heizer as Na- 
tional Field Man. Edward Shattuck, a 
Holstein breeder and a member of the 
Massachusetts Milk Control Board, 
presented the good wishes of the 
Board and stated that plans are under 
way to get the dairymen better prices 
for their product. Wm. A. Prescott of 
the World staff, told something about 
what New York State is doing to ad- 
vertise milk and increase consump- 
tion of dairy products. Myron Pea- 
body, former president of the New 
England Association, was introduced 
and greeted the gathering, referring 
in complimentary terms to Dr. Strick-

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We saw several daughters of Man-O- 
War 62d, that looked like real pro- 
ducers. Man-O-War Progressor is the 
name of the Heuer present herd sire 
and he is sired by Man-O-War 62d and 
out of a granddaughter of Dean of the 
Ormsbys now on test in the Heuer 
herd that is expected to make over 
700 lbs. of fat on twice-a-day milking. 
This bull is some senior yearling and 
if the Heuer’s get any flesh on him 
at all he will make the boys step at 
Minnesota this Fall even if he is a 
January bull. 


Out in the Heuer pasture which in- 
cludes a fenced in wood lot that they 
had never used before I saw many of 
the cattle eating leaves off the trees 
and seemingly glad to get even that 
amount of green stuff. 

We then drove to Glencoe and on 
toward Gaylord. Out here the crops 
seemed to be much better. Between 
Gaylord and St. Peter we saw the 
best corn on our trip. We had lunch 
in St. Peter and then drove out to 
the Empire Stock: Farm, probably 
known better to World readers as the 
home of the Man-O-Wars. We were 
surprised to find Walter at home and 
on the job as his Federal work keeps 
him on the go most of the time. At 
the present time there are but three 
cows on test in the Schmidt herd, all 
three being daughters of Man-O-War 
and all reported as making over 1,000 
lbs. of butter. Empire Man-O-War 
Irene will finish in September and 
looks good to make over 1,150 lbs. of 
butter. The other two, Alma Anna 
Bess and Empire Ormsby Black Beau- 
ty have been on test since January 
and should make over 1,000 lbs. of 
butter barring accidents, of course. 
Empire Ormsby Belle a daughter of 
Man-O-War has just completed a rec- 
ord of 817 lbs. of fat as a Junior four- 
year-old that makes her the eight 800- 
lb. fat producer for her famous sire. 
The Schmidt boys now have at the 
head of their herd, Man-O-War Return 
(I wonder if Paul Misner gave him 
that name), an intensely linebred 
Man-O-War, his dam being an 868-lb. 
fat double granddaughter of Man-O- 
War. Out in the pasture among the 
twenty odd Man-O-War daughters was 
old Mankato Lassie. Ormsby. She is 
over fifteen years of age if my mem- 
ory serves me correctly but still as 
active as she ever was and breeding 
regularly. It will certainly pay any 
breeder within driving distance to 
take a day off and visit the Schmidt 
herd. They have a real herd of dairy 
cows and do the Schmidt’s love them, 
I’ll say that they do. In the calf barn 
were several calves by the son of 
“Esther” that the Schmidt’s used for 
a short time before they sold him at 
Chicago last summer. These calves 
are all a fine lot and the boys may 
retain one of them for their own 
use. 


We hated to leave the boys but we 
just had to go over to Northfield to 
see some of the good herds in that 
vicinity. Our first stop was at the St. 
Olaf College herd where we found 
herd manager Edmunds just getting 
ready to milk his four time string. 
At the head of the St. Olaf herd they 
are using King Pansy Papoose, a son 
of Triune Piebe Papoose (full brother 
to Triune Papoose Piebe) and out of 
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Neola Pansy Piebe. highest record 
daughter of King Piebe. His calves 
are all that could be desired and es- 
pecially nice are the ones from daugh- 
ters of the former St. Olaf herd sire, 
Sir Ormsby Segis Mer<edes. 


Just across the viliage of North- 
field (this town was made famous by 
the James boys) is Carleton College. 
There we had a short chat with herds- 
man Lowell Nelson who certainly has 
his entire herd up in first class con- 
dition. He has fortunately had more 
feed than most of the boys and he has 
made good use of it. I was more than 
glad to see Sir Ormsby Crescent Jo- 
hanna, first prize aged bull at the 
Minnesota State Fair in 1931, and who 
was born at John B. Irwin’s when I 
was there as herdsman. A big, rugged 
individual he is transmitting this size 
to his offspring as well as lots of qual- 
ity and I look for his daughters to be 
heard from later on in the Carleton 
herd. 

Over at Al Lashbrook’s, we were 
lucky enough to arrive just as Al was 
making up some lemonade and is tast- 
ed better to me than any Maryland 
Mint Juleps I had at Baltimore. Ahem! 
It was as dry at the Lashbrook farm 
at it was at any place we visited (that 
is out in the fields). They had sowed 
some sudan grass when Al was at the 
Baltimore Convention on the 6th of 
June,-and they had not had any rain 
as yet and here it was the 9th of July. 
Still in service in the Lashbrook herd 
is Dean Colantha Segis Ormsby now 
over eleven years of age but still sir- 
ing the same fine type that he always 
did. World readers will know what I 
am talking about when I remind them 
that Dean Colantha Pearl Ormsby is 
a son of this sire. One of the nicest 
things in the Lashbrook herd today is 
a daughter of Lashbrook Pearl Orms- 
by that looks a good deal like her 
most famous dam. 

Al is going to be short of feed this 
winter but if he gets a good corn crop 
he should have plenty of roughage to 
help him winter his small but very 
select herd.

Another 1,000-lb. fat producer developed at Osborn- 
dale is Lady Ormsby Fobes Educator, with 1,041.9 lbs. 
fat from 25,406.3 lbs. milk, average test 4.1%. These 
two 1,000-lb. fat producers completed their records at 
Osborndale within a week of each other, both have been 
owned at Osborndale since their early heifer days and 
both are strong in Ormsby blood. A son of the Edu- 
cator cow by “Sir Bess’’ was sold in the recent World’s 
Fair National Sale to one of the Missouri State Hos- 
pitals and his younger full brother is being retained for 
a future herd sire at Osborndale. A third 1,000-lb. fat 
record is expected to be announced shortly from this 
herd. One of the greatest cows in the herd is Floss 
Rag Apple Pontiac with 974.9 lbs. fat from 30,484 lbs. 
milk. She has been a great show ring winner and it 
was her daughter by ‘“‘Inka’’ that was Reserve All-Amer- 
ican heifer calf in 1932 and All-American senior year- 
ling in 19338. 

They also have a daughter of ‘‘Floss’”’ by Sir Bess 
Ormsby May in the herd and this Sir Bess daughter has 
two daughters by “Inka.’’ The family is completed by 
a son of the old cow, sired by “Sir Bess,’’ that is being 
retained for service. 


Space does not permit mention of all the great foun- 
dation cows and heifers that have been added to the 
Osborndale herd during the past ten years. Some of 
them have passed on and others are still playing a part 
in the breeding program. Advanced Registry testing in 
Classes A and B is carried on constantly and several 
quite outstanding records are now in progress, one of 
the best of them being by a two-year-old daughter of 
“Sir Bess’ that exceeded retest requirements seven 
times in her first eight months. 


Since 1923, the Osborndale show herd has appeared 
practically every year at some of the leading shows of 
the East and for the past several years has been recog- 
nized as one of the best show herds in the country. 
They seldom make a very long circuit, usually confining 
their attention to Eastern States and New York State 
Fair, but have a fine lot of ribbons to show for their 
efforts. At these two shows in 1931 and 1932 and at 
Eastern States alone in 1933, their only show of the 
year, their herd won six junior championships, 19 firsts, 
18 seconds, 17 thirds and 27 lesser prizes. This year’s 
show at Eastern States should add to this imposing total 
of ribbons. 

The main business at Osborndale is the marketing 
of Grade A milk, cream and butter in the nearby cities 
of Derby, Shelton and Ansonia—three busy little cities 
with a total population of around 50,000 and all located 
within a few minutes drive of Osborndale. Another 
route has recently been started in New Haven, which 
is only a few miles farther distance. 

The Osborndale Holstein milk, although marketed as 
Grade A, is produced under the same conditions as cer- 
tified milk, except for a few details of medical inspec- 
tion, ete. After more than a dozen years of breeding for 
higher test, this Holstein herd produces milk that tests 
in the neighborhood of 4%, without standardization or 
mixing with the milk of other breeds. Fifty milking 
cows in the herd have produced as high as 1,040 quarts 
a day of such milk, which retails at 16 cents a quart. 

On another part of her farm, known as the Basset 
Farm, Mrs. Kellogg maintains a herd of about sixty 
Jerseys, mostly registered, to supply the trade that de- 
mands a higher testing milk. This milk sells for 20 
cents a quart. Mrs. Kellogg does not consider that the 
two kinds of milk compete with each other, nor are they 
ever mixed for sale. Each herd is conducted as a sepa- 
rate enterprise. Mrs. Kellogg is a member of the Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club as well as of the Holstein-Frie- 
Sian Association of America but it is easy to see that 
the Holsteins hold first place in her heart. 


Mrs. Kellogg’s right bower at Osborndale is Fred 
M. Nichols, who has been her superintendent since the 
Summer of 1930. Mr. 
both the Holstein and the Jersey herds, supervises the 
work of both farms, sells the bulls and surplus females, 
overseas the milk marketing business, attends to corre- 
spondence, etc., but still finds time to keep up the neces- 
sary contacts with other breeders at state and national 
meetings and sales. Mrs. Kellogg keeps closely in touch 
with every detail of the breeding, farming and market- 
Ing operations, and the two, working together, are do- 
‘ng a real job for the advancement of the breed.

For the past four years the herd has 
been in Herd Improvement and dur- 
ing the best year averaged 427.4 
pounds fat and 11,473 pounds milk. 
Many of the records included in this 
average were made by heifers. The 
records run as high as 600 pounds fat 
and forty of the animals are from first 
(. T. A. dams averaging above 400 
pounds. 


Dr. Wells first herd sire was King
